A distinguished jurist recently said; “Everybody 
who wants something solved or somebody saved, re- 
generated or reformed, is turning to national legisla- 
tion to accomplish this purpose.”

There were many causes of ir- 
ritation touching the colonists be- 
sides the Stamp Act. For instance 


there was the “Quartering Act’ 


by which troops were established 
in the colonies, and the colonists 
by special enactment were requir- 
ed to provide the troops” with 


‘ lodgings, firewood, bedding, drink, 


soap and candles. 

Even the clergy were, almost 
to a man, suspicous of the gov-

About this time William, Pitt, 
fr.end and sympathizer with the 
colonies, succeeded Grenville as 
head of the ministry in England.
